The bill was signed in the presence of

Colin Livingston of this city, president
of the organization; James E. West,
now of New York, chief executive officer;Representative Carlin, who had
been instrumental in having the bill
passed; H. H. Grogan, A. C. Moses, L. H.
Brooks, and other District Boy Scout
officials, together with nine of the rankingBoy Scouts of the District.L. Harrison,Troop 21; M. Shoemaker and EdwardSheiry, Troop 37; Claude Ayer,
Troop 57; Stewart %Kann, Troop 19;
Howard Wilkins and Max Tracy, Troop
42, and Cecil Genslinger and Ulrich
